eligibles from an earning point <if view, but after 
them eoiiies the rub in every felbiw’s eabulutiuiis. 
C. K. <L r.illings’ Omar Khayyam, cliestiiut sim of 
Marco — Lisma. must be given deep eousiilera- 
tlon. His race for the Hopeful Stakes, wliereiu he 
was lieaten three i»arts of a length by the <’Ii.*inipion 
C’anipfire. after Ix-iiig off List and for<*ed to run 

on the extreme outside the greater iHirtioii of the 

three-quarters, entitles liini to it, W’ere it not also 
kuowti that he has wintered w<*ll and that he is in 
good racing condition at this time. Then tliere is 
ainoug the Englishmen Manister Toi, son of Santoi 
— Heriot, for whieli Emil Herz paid Grant Hugh 
Browne $o.000 at Hot Springs List month and since 
lias refused $10,000. Everyone who has seen this 
«*olt since his arrival here has had something in 
praise to say about him. Those w’ho saw him in 
action during the winter are impressed with the idea 
that he has quite a ehaiiee for the Dcrb.r. 

Another BritLshor that is training healthily is 
Trevlseo, tlie son of Tredeniiis, and The Test, which 
was purchased last September by K. D. Alexander 
after lie had won the Baldoyle Foal Stakes in Ire- 
land. Trevisco is in W. J. Young’s stable and there- 
fore is under the same roof that shelters Buek- 
lioru’s half-brother Midway, with which J. W. 
Parrish confidently expects to win. 

Over at L-exiiigton tliey are saying that John 
O. Whitlow is supremely confident he can win the 
race with West.v Hogan and his confidence is said 
to be shared by many keen observers. If it should 
be mnddy everyone w ill have to give Waterford, the 
Boss & hooney eligible, a look in. Schuyler L. 
I*nrsons, hoping to duplicate H. P. Whitney’s suc- 
cess with Regret, has named his Koli-i-Noor. She 
was at the top of the list of money -earning fillies 
last year with $6,645 to her credit. Another filly 
candidate for the big race is Crepuscule, daiight4*r 
of Meddler — Strike-a-Light, for which Grunt Hugh 
Browne paid $4,000 at the sale of Clarence II. 
Mackey. She won three races last year. 

Rickety, Hw’fa and Tumbler are three of H. P. 
Whitney’s four eligibles that were well up in the 
Hit of last year’s money winners.

In 
tl!4‘ opinion of some Englisii critics bis imiligrce is 
one that imli(*ates e.xtn me sp4*e4l, iiisti'ud of the 
ability to sta.v. But tliat is a ni4*re iinitter of opin - 
i«in. b;isi*d on a tln'ory that ina.v ii<*t work out ac - 
cording to s{»c*< ifi<*:iti*)ns. Fc rtain lines of breeding 
manifest w’l'll defineil family teiidem*ic*s, but in 
siK*li cases there arc* alwa.vs excc*ptic»ns and North 
Star HI. may sta.v as well as bis d;iddy did. lie 
started in six races in England last .v»*ar in ec)iniie- 
tition with tlie »H*st of liis age and in sevc*ral casc*s 
showc'd the uiicoinpromisiiig iduek of u bull dog, 
wlu*n c*all*‘<l on for bis best.

Windsor, Ont., April 14.— Devonshire Park, op 
emtfxl by the Western Racing Asso<iation. will 
the first track in Windsor to conduct a meeting this 
year, the inaugural appearance of the thoroughbreds 
having been definitely settled upon for May 1*2. 

Manager Frank Sullivan, first aid to Grant Hugh 
Browne, is supervising the work of shaping the 
course, and he announces that it will be ready to 
permit of work-outs by April 22. 

The condition books contain an attractive number 
of overnight and handicap raei's, the purses ranging 
in value from $600 to $1,000, the last-named to be 
for handicap horses. There will be one of the large 
purses each day, two for $600, three for $7(X) and one 
for $800. This gix’es the purses a daily average of 
$700, inducements designed to attract some large 
fields of good racers. Assurances of enough 
horses to fill the fields have been given manager 
Sullivan, the advance guard of which already are 
stabled at the track. Twelve oars will be shipiied 
from Hot l^rings in a day or two, and forty head 
are on their way from Tijuana, Mex. 

Tlie management doesn’t exiieet to make many 
improvements in the plant for the initial meeting, 
but no expense will be siiared to bring turf and 
structures up to the standard of other institutions 
conducting the thoronglihred siiort in Canada. Plenty 
of stable accommodations will be provided for all 
horsemen that care to participate, however, this 
feature of the plant having been attended to ex- 
tensively when the opening meeting was put on last 
lalL 

Bach day there will be distributed to the horse- 
men a total of $5.K)0. or $85,700 for the week. 
With fair weather the* management confidently pre- 
dicts a good meeting, despite the earliness c»f th«* 
season. Hostile parties were free to assert that it 
would sulci^ for Devonshire to put on a me«*ting 
la May, but subsequent information and eoaditious 
make it appear that it waan*t.folly. but wisdom that

— “Dl.^nioml Jim” Brady, 
Avlio><e death oc-eiirred in Atlantic City Friday, was 
an uniiint* figure in the turf A’.'orld. liis <*xtrai»rdi- 
nary display of diamonds and ji‘AA’cls from a diam<»iid 
studded walking cane to liis A'cst buttons is Avell 
rc’ineinbered b.v folloAvers of the inetroixilitan < ir- 
eiiit. He Avas fond of racing and at different periods 
ill partnership Avith Air. McLewee. he raeeii sneli 
AA’ell-known horses as Gold Heels. Accountant. Ois- 
s«*aii, M:ijor Daingerfield, Fonntainhlne and Ellis- 
dale. AATth Gold Heels and Accountant. Air. Brady 
won many stakes. Gold Heels in 1902 won the 
Brighton Handicap and the Brighton Cup. a feat 
rarely performed in the same year. Air. Brady Avas 
not an extensiA'P bettor on his horsc’s, bt*ing satis- 
fied to Avin stakes. Occasionally he would exceed 
what he termed his limit of $100. but it Avas 
seldom. He was in the railway supply business. 
His fortune is estimated at $5.(M>0,(MM>. 

Born in New Y'ork city about fifty-six years ago. 
he started his railroading career as a messenger boy 
and baggage smasher. Hoav he made his money, he 
once testificHl before the Interstate Commerce ( oni- 
mission. Avas his own affair. He made this state- 
ment during the New HaAoii inquiry of 1913, Avhen 
Solieitor Joseph AA'. Folk questioned him about his 
expenditures in getting large contracts for steel ears 
from the New HaACii road, the president of \%hieh, 
Charles H. Mellen, was a close friend of Brady’s. 

Made His Fortune in Railroad Business. 

“I haA’c made my money,” saiiF Brady, “during 
the forty -four years since I started as a boy in the 
railroad business in my own Avay and in my private 
capacity, and the way to fortune is my private biisi 
ness, and nobody knows anything about it. For 
that reason I keep no books. I don’t want to be 
bothered, and I don’t propose that anybody else 
shall know how I have built my business. It is my 
own, and I don’t propose to give up niy business 
to any soul as long as I Ua'c.” 

Mr. Br.ady never tasted liquor or smoked a cigar, 
but he possessed an api»etite out of the ordinary. It 
was his appetite that, many say. AA’as the cause of 
his illness of four years ago. He was an inmate of 
Joliiis Hopkins Hospital. Baltimore, for several 
months and diseharg«*d from that institution with 
what he termed “ a new stomach.” 

Desirous of shoAVing his gratitnde to Dr. Hugh 
Y'oiing and other' ineiiib«*rs of the staff of the Johns 
Hopkins Hospital, lie gave $200.(MN) to establish 
new uniologieal department and $15.0UU j’early for 
its maiiitenaiiee.
